Phe House Takes Up the Case of Bisbee vs. Finley 
and Seats the Contestant—The Case of Lowe vs. 
Wheeler then Called-—Mr. Wheeler's 

Sta emept—A Scene of Confusion. 


WasatncTon, June 1.—In the house, Mr. 
Kelly, of Vennsylvania, asked unanimous 
consent to Submit a report from the commit- 
tee of ways end means, and Mr. Page, of 
California, from the committee on commerce, 
desired to report back the river and harbor ap- 

riation bill, bat Mr. Randall, ef Pennsy!- 
varia. interposed an objection. The house 
then proceeded to the consideretion of the 
contested election case of Bisbee against Fin- 
lev, from the second congressienal district of 
Fionda, Mr. Ranney, of Massachusetts, 
gating that he would demand the previous 
question at 9 o'clock this afternoon, made an 
argument in support of the claims of the con- 
testant. At the conclusion of Mr. Ram- 
gy sspeech Mr. Beltzhoover, of Pennsylvania, 
spoke for (wo hours in advocacy of the claims 
of the sitting member. He was followed by 
Mr. Jones. of Texas, upon the same sideof 
the question. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Joness speech, the previous question was 
ordered without division. Aftera brief speech 
by Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, in opposition 
to the report of the majority, Mr. Bisbee, the 
contestant, took the floor in his behalf, but 
before be had concluded his remarks the hour 
of five p. m. arrived, and the house took a re- 
cess until 8 p. m., when Mr. Bisbee concluded 
hisspeech, and the reselution declaring him 
entiled to his seat was adopted—yeas, 141; 
nays, * Those voting in the negative 
were: Burrows, Ford, Rice and Hazle- 
Missouri: Jones, of Texas: 
Hardinborgh, of New Jersey; Fulkerson 
and Paul, of Virginia, and Holman, of Indi- 
ana.

Dorsey brothers, opened with a request for 
leave to withdraw their plea of not guilty and 
entera motion to quash the indictments on 
the ground of informality in the composition 
of the grand jury, the fault being that the 
jury was not drawn under the act of 1879, pro- 
viding for a non-partisan selection of the jury 
With the assistance of a United States com- 
missioner. The court ruled that it was not a 
proper motion, even if made in the first in- 
stance, because the district having no place in 
politics, there was no occasion for the appli- 
cation of such a law. The district had its 
special code, and it had never been the prac 
tice to allow the intervention of commission- 
ers in the selection of ajury. The selection 


of a jury was then proceeded with under | 


the laws affecting such trials in this district 
The prosecution were only allowed three per 
emptory challenges, while the defense were 


ailowed four for each defendant, making 28 | 
in all, there being seven defendants, named | 


in the one indictment. This placed the 
prosecution at a disadvantage, and 
the defense were correspondingly 
aggressive. The challenges on the part of 
the prosecution were soon exhausted, and the 
selection of the greater part of the jury was 
in the hands of the defense and the court. 
The challenges by the defense exhausted the 
panel when only ten jurors had been ob- 
tained. Four talesmen were summoned, and 
from these the remaining jurors were se- 
lected. The following is a complete list:

ARRANGING FOR THE CASE. 

Mr. Merrick asked the court to caution the 
jury against having any intercourse with any 
parties relative te these cases. He also de- 
sired them to abstain from reading the news 
papers and he criticised severely the attacks 
made by the local newspapers upon the pros- 
ecution.

RAILROAD DEVELOPMENT. 


Southern Extensions by the Illinois Central—The 
Mextesn National Kallway. 


Cricaaco, Ill., June 1.—The annual meet- 
ing of the steekholders of the Illinois Central 
railroad held to-day ratified the lease of the 
Chieago, St. Lowis and New Orleans railroad 
unanimously to go imto effect July ist. They 
also approved of the construction of two short 
branch lines running east and west from the 
Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans railroad, 
and which will be built as feeders. The first 
is the Canton, Aberdeen and Nashville, and 
the other is the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
railroad, for both of which special chartecs 
have been granted. 

THE MEXICAN NATIONAL. 

LarREpo, Texas, Jume 1.—Lhe Mexican 
national railway passed Bustament, Mexico,on 
the 25th instant, and reached Villa Alladama, 
last night, and is now 110 miles west of Rio 
Grande river.

A SAD OLD MAN. 


EXTRAVAGANCE, 


And Driven to Death By His Daughter’s Shame—The 
Story of Jacob Cramer and His Unhappy Family 
Relations—His Last Talk With Mr. Gildea 
—Fowloer’s Solution a Solution. 


From the New Haven Register. 

The late Jacob Cramer—as bonest a man as 
ever lived—from the day of the death of bis 
dear daughter, Jennie, until, broken-hearted, 
his own sad life was ended, firmly believed 
that his daughter Jennie killed herself. Griev- 
ing over net only her death, but other things 
which had long troubled his mind and im- 
paired his health, he steadily declined in 
strength after the memorable 6th of August, 
when he saw his child bereft of life. When, 
on the morning of the 2ist of last December, 


the friends and neighbors of the unfortunate | 


family entered his dwelling they were told by 
Mrs. Cramer how he died. Mrs. Cramer 
also told the neighbors and friends the 
cause as well as manner of her husband’s 
death. Her explanation was deemed 


sufficient, inasmuch as Dr. Lindsley 
said there was no doubt on the subject 

and it was decided that there sheuld 
be no inquest. In view of all that has been 
said and done since the death of Jennie EK. 
Cramer, it will perhaps be questioned wheth- 
er some Official inquiry into the cause of Mr. 
Cramer's death would not have been jud - 
cious. Did Mr. Cramer die from natural 
causes? Mrs. Cramer thought he died from 
broken heart, on account of Jennie being 
murdered. That was what she said, and yet 
a near personal friend of Mr.Cramer says that 
he did not believe Jennie was murdered. He 
thought she committed suicide. After Mr. 
Cramer died the question came up in an in- 
formal way whether he died by an act of sui- 
cide or in some other way. As there was no 
proper inquisition, Mrs. Cramer’s theory that 
he died trom worry over Jennie’s murder, 
and Dr. Lindsley’s, that he died from a long 
course ot sickness, answered = the 
surposes of the _ friends. and neigh- 
ey and Mr. Cramer was buried. 
As a fact nothing was actually revealed as to 
the cause of death. The Cramer tamily ap- 
pear to have had some rather indecisive ideas 
about drugs and their use and the dangers of 
improper administration of them. For in- 
stance: A prescription is written off for them 
by a horse car conductor, in which laudanum 
is an ingredient, and it was bought and used. 
What else he used, he and Mrs, Cramer and 
the prescribing friends atone could know. 
That arsenic is used to benefit the breathing 
of people is put down in the medical books 
as a verity, and Fowler’s solution is the form 
in which arsenic is used as medicine. If it 
was so used by Mr. Cramer, he knew that he 
must net take an overdose, and if he sbould 
he would die Let us see what Mr. Cramer, 
who, Dr. Lindsley says, died from natural 
causes and after a prolonged illness, did the 
very day before his death. 

A CALL ON MR. GILDEA. 

In company with a friend he calied at the 
place of John R. Gildea, on Congress avenue, 
and had a talk. Mr. Gildea had often ad- 
vanced him money and bought cigars from 
him, often when it was not perhaps for his 
business advantage, but because he knew Mr. 
Cramer to be an honest man and in menial 
trouble. After speaking of his sorrows, he 
told Mr. Gildea that he had called to take a 
final farewell of him. Mr. Gildea was so af- 
fected by the incident that his eyes filled 
With tears, and the gentleman who has since 
bought out the Gildea place was similarly 
affected. We cannot tell what Mr. Cramer 
told Mr. Gildea. Whatever secrets of his 
business or family trouble that he revealed 
to his trusted hearer, the public have never 
heard. Mr. Gildea was told by Mr. Cramer 
that he would see him no more on earth. 
To others and for weeks before this, the 
unhappy man had foreboded his death. The 
very day before his death Mr. Cramer said to 
his wife: ‘I shail die some day when you 
don’t expect it.’”? Ominous words, indeed! 
For days before he died he had the day of his 
dissolution apparently fixed in his mind. 
Only the Sunday before the Tuesday, when 
his wife entered bis room(which she did not 
occupy with him for reasons whsch existed 
among themselves and found her husband 
still warm, but without life), he said to litrle 
Minnie Cramer: “I shall soon be dead.” 
A few words about Mr. Gildea. He had 
done Mr. Cramer a number of favors from 
time to time. Mr. Cramer often spoke of 
how hard it was to get along. He longed 
fora time to come, when he could own 
his property on which he had paid a good 
deal of meney. The preperty was mortgaged 
and his interest and imsurance were a burden 
tohim. Mr. Gildea showed him, however, 
that his insurance tax of about $30 could be 
reduced te about $18 and at Mr. Cramer's re- 
quest, Mr. fiildea put the matter in good 
shape and the insurance was afterward fixed 
according to the suggestion made. When 
Mr. Cramer was despondent he talked with 
his friend Gildea. Burdened as he was with 
obligations hard to’ meet, he did not like to 
see his daughter growing up, flighty and with 
extravagant habits. 

THE INDISCREET WIFE, 

He was not content with his wife’s manage- 
ment altogether and nobody can say just 
what was in his mind, that made him so 
despondent that for days before bis death he 
commenced to notify those in whom he felt 
an interest, of the awful stillness and rest to 
which he was hastening. There is a bit of 
matter en record that should be read with 
eyes of intelligence. Mrs. Cramer said that 
at 5 o’clock on the morning of her hushand’s 
dene. she heard him (in her room) breathe 
witlPdifticulty and make inarticulate sounds. 
as though he might have been straggling with 
a nightmare. It was the nightmare which 
preceded death—that awful struggle when 
the principle of life forsakes the tive hundred 
wonderful inuscles and bones of the body, and 
tho banshee beckons at the window. Thiswas 
at 5 o'clock. At7o’e.ock Mrs. Cramer went 
into the room and the man was dead. From 
the time of the nightmare until 7 o'clock, the 
wife had slept. Ona table in the kitchen, 
written on a piece of paper, that he had 
passed the door of his wife's roem to get, was 
written in German the following. Ittold of 
despondency too deep for earthly sympathy: 

Dear Wife: To-morrow morning, if you find me 
dead, don’t be discouraged. It isthe best for me. 
Give my love to Eddie and Minnie. Pray 
let me be buried by Mr. Stahl. Don't let my fu- 
neral expenses exceed $50. Send to Dr. Lindsley 
and have him to make out a Certificate of death. 
I hope I shall soon be relieved from my suffering. 
Your loving husband, JACOB CRAMER. 

P. S.—I shall rest in peace by my children. Tel] 
Eddie to be a man and take care of his mother. 

THE QUESTION WHY. 

There are some extraordinary things in 
this letter. ‘‘I shail rest in peace by my chil- 
dren.”’ In peace, let us hope, but as things 
bave been done, certainly not by his chil- 
dren. Thé request to Dr. Lindsley, to make 
out his death certificate has a singular pre- 
meditation about it. that must attract atten- 
tion. A question naturally arises: ‘‘Was Mr. 
Cramer of a suicidal temperament? Was 
there handy in the house a bottle of some- 
thing with Fowler’s solution as a constitu- 
ent? If this was a fact, did not Jennie know 
of such a thing? She bought her father’s 
medicine and bought at drug stores whatever 
she thought best. It is thought very prob- 
able that Fowler’s solution may have been 
prescribed for Mr. Cramer, either by a doc 
tor or some one else, If it wasused by him, 


; jt was as much within reach of Jennie as him- 


self. What wenton in the Cramer house at 
the time her father had reproached her for 
staying out nights, and her mother had 
threatened her that she was was in danger of 
losing her bome, must be left for those to tell 
whocan. Mrs. Cramer has told, but has she 
told it all? Didshe know itali? If Mr. 
Cramer was so despondent that he thought it 
might be be better if he were dead, might it 
not have occurred to Jennie that she, too, 
might as well be dead? Might not the thought 
have been communicated from one to the 
other and reacted upon both—the Fowler's 
solution being the instrument by which the

Kittie O’ Brien corroborated the testsmony of 
Mamie Harland, of Wallingford. Joln F. 
Manning, clerk at Edward Mailey’s store, tes- 
titied thaton August 4 Janies Malley took 
Walter’s low box team with red running gear 
and went to supper. Theresa Healey, dress 
maker, testified to seeing the team in front of 
James Malley’shouse, on Whalleys avenue, at 
7 o'clock, and Friday night at 7 o’clock to 
seeing James Malley stepping off a horse 
carin front off$is house. Mrs. Catherine 
Malley testifiedthat Friday evening preced- 
ing Jennie Cramer's death, Janies Malley was 
at home and thatshe had a conversation with 
him. Annie Clerkin, Mailey’s cook, gave 
similar testimony. Fred W. Bishop testified 
that between 7:50 and 8 o’ciock on the even- 
ing of August 4, he saw a horse and buggy 
opposite Malley’s stere and twe@ men at the 
side entrance. John F. Casey,. night watch- 
man at Malley’s store, testified that on Au- 
gust 4 at 7:30 p.m., James came to the side 
door of the store with Walter’s buggy and 
inquired for his father. Next morning I re- 
ceipted for a telegraph dispatch, and carried 
it up to the house for James. When I went 
Lo the house, Thursday morning, Walter Mal- 
ley was there, although Ido not have a dis- 
tingt recollection of seeing him. 

Bo-day a bath house keeper at Savin Rock 
and a boatman testified to having seem, on 
thejafternoon of August oth and the morning 
of August 6th, a white object floating in the 
water and drifting towards the spot where 
Jennie Cramer's body was found, which they 
thought appeared to be the body of the dead 
girl. A servant girl in the Malleys’ employ 
testified to having seen James Malley, Jr., at 
home on Friday night where he took supper, 
a bata, and went to bed. Lula Malley, a sis- 
ter of James Malley, testified to the same 
effect as the last witnessand with even greater 
detail. 

BLANCHE’S HABITS. 

“Blanche Douglass’s habits are common- 
place,” said Sheriff Byxbee to-day. ‘She is 
nut much of a taiker. We are not over fif- 
teen minutes at dinner. We sit in one of 
those stalls in the City hall dining rooms. At 
first Bianche’s appetite was poor, but now she 
eats better. Roast beef is her favorite meat. 
She seldom eats pastry. Beeror wine? No, 
sir; she has never called for. either, and if she 
did it wouldn’t do her any good. She never 
‘alis for fancy dishes, but is content with or- 
dinary restaurant fare. While eating a num- 
ber of times the waiter brought Blanche 
packages of candy that ladies had sent her. 
There have also been bouquets, and once a 
sinall basket of flowers sent her. She leaves 
them in my office and don’t bring them into 
court. At night she takes them out to the 
jail with her. She is very fond of tlow- 
ers. I suppose the reason she don’t bring the 
flowers into court is because she knows the re- 
porters would make it a subject of comment. 
No, she never criticises the testimony while 
we are at dinner. Once ina while she will 
refer to something odd cr humorous that has 
happened in the court room, but she has never 
yet expressed any opinion upon the testimony, 
whether it bore for or against her. She getsa 
paper given her each morning now, and she 
looks over it. I thinkshecan read pretty well, 
and I know she likes to read about the case. 
I don’t believe she has.any correspondence 
now. If she does it is ail examined by Jailer 
Stevens.” 

*‘And does she never express any opinion as 
to how the trial will result?”’ 

“Not a word.” 

‘‘And she seems to have no fear or care?” 

‘None that [can discover by her talk or 
actions.”’ 

‘“‘Isshe refined in her manner and conver- 
sation?” 

‘“Periectlv. I never heard her use an ob 
scene word, and I don’t think I ever heard 
her use slang, while her demeanor is ail that 


any one could desire.”’ 

‘Does she say anything about what she will 
do when the trial is over, providing she gets 
clear ?’’ 

“Nothing. I suppose she will return to 
New York if she comes out allright. Some 
time ago a lady of wealth came on from Bos- 
ton and offered Blanche a home there if she 
would go, and at the time the girl thought 
she would go. I don’t think that now she has 
any fixed idea which way she will turn should 
she pass safely through the trial.” 

HER FATHER INTERVIEWED. 

While Blanche Douglas is on trial for her 
life in New Haven for complicity with the 
Malley boys in the alleged murder of Jennie 
Cramer, her aged and blind step-father may 
be seen any day soliciting alms at the south- 
east corncr of Canal and Center streets, New 
York. The white-haired, bald-headed old 
man, holding in one ontstreched band a very 
much worn hat,and in the other half a 
aozen penny pencils as a weak protest against 
the charge of beggary, is afamiliar figure in 
the crowds that throng the corner. Matthew 
Hines is forty-eight years old, and was 
made blind by sparks from Lis chisel 
seventeen years ago, when he was working as 
astone-cutter. He lives in a wretched back 
room on the first floor of 96 Roosevelt street, 
and subsistson churity. To a reporter he 
said: ‘Yes, she is my step-daughter, put she 
is nothing tome. Her name is really Anas- 
tasia Kernan, nut Blanche Douglas—that she 
took wlen she went to the bad. She was her 
own worst friend. Yet, perhaps she will 
come out all right; but she is nothing to me, 
sir. I married her mother, and raised the 
girl from the time that she was six years old. 
She never earned a cent to support me. Her 


mother is dead these ‘five years. I am a very 
poor man now.” 2

A TRIP TQ AURORA. 


WHERE THE HORSE IN SIMPLE 
GRANDEUR DWELLS. 


The Observation of a Georgia Tourist on a New York | 


Stock Farm-—The Possibilities of the Horse 
When Housed Like a Prirce—The Wealth 
of Eccnomy and Good Management, 


Spécial Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Burrato, N. Y., May 31.—Your study of 
stock and stock-farms in the sonth has coubt- 
less made you familiar with the name of the 
celebrated Jewett stock-farm at Aurora, N. 
Y., and it cannot be a great while, thanks 
largely to Tur Constitution, before such a 
cheering and prosperous establishment as it 
is can be seen on many an old Georgia hill, 
whose haggard countenance that smiles now 
only when the impartial sunshine and rain 
niake its wild grasses glad will Jaugh under 
cultivation. And from all the information I 
have and could gain by a day’s questioning 
of the hospitable proprietors yesterday, all 
that the Georgia hills and meadows need to 
surpass this equine elysium is some money, 
a little patience and much pluck, From 
Buffalo: a party of turfmen, pol 
iticians, laymen and lie-men went in 
aspecial car—they know a thing or two about 
railroads here, too, and the felicitous ap- 

roaches to official favors—on the Buffalo and 
Philadelphia road, a few hours ride to Aurora, 
and were met there by the Messrs. Jewett and 
driven across two miles of as fairly cultivated 
land as the sun shines on, to their breeding 
farm. The very capers of the colts welcomed 
the party. About two bandsome residences, 
in two directions; stretched the 500 acres, in 
which stand barns of handsome architecture, 
and outhouses as cleanly as the homes of 
women apd children should be, making an 
irregular village. One barn in the shape of a 
Roman crovs is so gaudily but tastefully 
painted and decorated that it might be taken 
tor an exhibition building. It 1s 442 feet long 
and 150 feet wide at the wings, and 1s little 
short of a work of: genius, at least the 
genius of prosperity. The old Roman stables 
were much handsomer, built of marble, but 
no Roman stable combined so happily the 
healthful, the useful, the ornamental and the 
economical. It was not built for show but 
for use—the use that means both utility and 
beauty. Itis something more than a fancy, 
that saying of Horace that a borse whose sur- 
roundings have been cheerful as well as 
comfortable, is a more intelligent and grace- 
ful animal that che one that has simply been 
healthfully cared for. Thegladdest creatures 
I have seen since the days when sooty picca- 
ninnies frolicked over Carolina clover fields 
as unconscious of spelling books and as inno- 
cent of raiment as the grasshoppers they 
chased, were these colts at their gambols; and 
their cheerful surrounding as well as their 
digestible food have much to do with their 
galety. 

LOOKING AT THE HORSES. 

We were led around the stable to see the 
noted horses, which, however. are of less in- 
terest at your distance and individually than 
the general method of rearing noted horses, 
so marvellously shown here. But there was 
something very noble in the manner in which 
‘Black Henry,’’ the best begotten of ‘‘Old 
Henry Clay,’’ received us. Coal black, 19 
years old, 15% hands high, the very move 
ments of his head had a hint of the distant 
Arabic dignity which Bayard Taylor said no 
other men then Arabs had and no other ani- 
mals than horses. The stall he occupies is 
not a prison *but “‘elegant and spacious apart- 
ments’ as the lying landlords of New York 
always tell you. A man who knows what 
real dignity and real grace is and has learned 
that it does not always go with bipeds 
can, without condescension, take off his 
hat to ‘“‘Black Henry” and _ congratulate 
him on his paternal successes and politely 
hint of Derbys to come. Otherstately fathers 
of large equine families welcomed usand mary 
more were led out to be seen in motion, some 
walking and others trotting around the mile 
track. The handsomest stallion of all was led 
by a mulatto man, who told me that he was a 
slave of one of the North Carolina Alstons. 
‘*My folks’ hosses ’fore de wah was nigher like 
what hosses ougbter be, like dese, dan any I 
ever seed in the souf fore I left dere.’’ He 
told nie—in an aside, when the old state pride 
ofeach of us had made hesitancy and stiffness 
yield to frankness—that he was employed by 
Mr. Jewett at a race somewhere and came 
here several years ago because he 
loved horses; and I soon discovered that 
the horses liked him, that he regarded them 
allas his personal property and practically 
(without either knowing it) his emplover was 
his master as young Aistou was in the old 
days, Of the stock, I can write only generaily 
and with much mvore admiration than knowl- 
edge, but of the management of the farm it 
needs ho turiman to speak. Itis as complete 
a worid in itself as the great manufacturing 
towns in the north that you have studied. 
There is a chapel, a school house and a little 
settlement of families of grooms and farmers. 
Every house is neatly painted, every fence is 
in perfect repair, every barn and outhouse 
looks fresh, and you may be sure that nothing 
goes to waste. The scientific manipulation 
of the manure is enough fora letter in itself 
and has perhaps the most valuable lesson of 
the whole esiablisnment forthe southern 
farmers. If this singie product of the farm 
were left unused, I am not sure from what a 
knowing-sort-of-an-old-fellow of a groom told 
me, but the profits of the establishment 
would become debts. Certainly this would 
be the inevitable result of the same careless 
system of management that would allow such 
a waste were used ip all the work about the 
premises. Why, these fences and barns and 
residences, this chapel and school-house have 
&ll been built and are painted and kept in 
perfect repair, I make no doubt, 
of not more than the value 
of the stable manure. Yet the 
Jewetts are almost proverbially generous. It 
is business—that’s the whole secret of it—not 
getting by grubbing a mere living, but win- 
ning by system and energy, and thrift the 
profits of soil and horse flesh, and making at 
least five hundred acres of God’s earth glad 
and them that dwell on it—man and beast— 
happy. The very stream that runs through 
the farm seems thrifty, and not a wayward 
tax gatherer from the soil’s fertility. It has 
clean banks, a graveled margin to make it 
pass smiling by places which, if neglected, it 
would wash away. The hillsides have ditches, 
not gulleys. The fences are not left unre- 
paired until new ones must be built. It is not 
stinginess, as spendthrifts allege, but-only ju- 
dicious economy. not contradictory at all with 
generosity, that brings such results. 

AT THE TABLE OF BOUNTY. 
_ Of course there was a spread, and of course 
it was a good lunch for the whole party, 
which, by lunch time, had mysteriously in- 
creased to nearly a hundred persons. The 
politician of this region is not radically dif- 
ierent from the same of Georgia in the eter- 
nal readiness to say something and the eter- 
nal inability to say anything.. Of course the 
Jewett farm was the best in the world, an 
honor ty the empire state. Mr. Henry Clay 
Jewett wore his name worthily and knew 
good grog as well as good horse flesh. Only 
even in hilarity the northwest (New York) 
politician is somehow colder than the Georgia 
He is agood fellow, but he gets 
drunk rather on business than bucolic prin- 
ciples, and recites compliments rather like 
an actor than a wooer. When he “punches 
you in the ribs” you rather expect him to 


borrow a dollar than to ask you to takea 
drink. 

I talked with one of the Mr. Jewett’s about 
stock breeding in the south. He is familiar, 
of course, with the farms of Kentucky and 
Tennessee and was interested in the little 
that I couid tell him about the grass chances 
in Georgia and in other southern states. He 
thinks that when the southern people begin 
to breed’ good draught horses—this is the 
starting point—and good breeds of cows for 
their own use—in other words, whén there is 
a demand for and appreciation of good stock 
—the day of regeneration hascome. NaturaHv 
enough he measures Civilization by a stock 
standard; but, when you come to think of it, 
I am not sure that it iga bad standard. Cer- 
tainly he 1s right in saying that in proportion 
to the attention given to improving stock, 
the agricultural class leaves slovenly habits in 
general, and is content with nothing less than 
the very. best that mature can be made to 
yreld from soil or animal. WILLIAMS. 


THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION 


Te be Settled in Conferenee—The Events of the Day 
at Cairo. 

Lonpon, June 1.—The Times in a leading 
article says: Yest@érday the French cabinet 
proposed, and England agreed to recommend, 
that the powers and Turkey hold a conference 
at Constantinople to settle the Egyptian 
question on the basis of a status quo, namely: 
the maintenance of the sovereignty of the 
sultan, the position of the khedive, the lib- 
erties of the Egyptians as guaranteed by the 
firmans, a prudent development of their in- 
stitutions, and the observance. of inter- 
national agreement. A dispatch to 
the Times from Constantinople says 
that the representatives of Germany, Austria, 
Italy and Russia went on Wednesday to the 
porte and supported fhe demand made by 
the English and French ambassadors, advis- 
ing Turkey to support the khedive and to 
summon the disturbers of order in Egypt to 
Constantinople. A dispatch to the Standard 
from Alexandria states that the publication of 
this information has had ag effect. Itis 
felt that Arabi Pasha cannot long withstand 
the pressure of the powers. An invitation to 
the conference at Constantinople to consider 
the Egyptian question reached the cabinet 
to-day. 

IN THE COMMONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, June 1.—In the houseof commons 
this afternoon, Sir Charles Dilke, under for- 
eign secretary, said that the government, at 
the suggestion of France, had agreed to in- 
vite the other powers to a conference for the 
settlement of the Egyptian question on 
the basis of a statu quo. The government 
had already proposed to M De 
Freycinet to take the powers into their confi- 
dence. It might be objected that the confer- 
ence would cause delay, but the government 
believed, on the contrary, that it would expe- 
dite a settlement. It had sugyested to the 
sultan that it was desirable that the Turkish 
flag he displaved in Egyptian waters, and that 
the Turkish commissioners be conveyed to 
Egypt thereunder. Admiral Seymour, he 
said, had been instructed to take steps 
to protect the Suez canal. The papers 
on the subject would be presented imme- 
diately. Mr. Gladstone said he did not ap- 
prehend any inmediate necessity for landing 
the troops. He said that what was most ap- 
wrehended by the European residents in 
Keynt, as likely to endanger their safe- 
ty, was European’ military interven- 
tions. He did not apprehend 
any immediate necessity for landing the 
troops. The government consider themselves 
plédged to uphold the present khedive. It 
was feared that intervention by Europe, in- 
stead of by Turkey, would inflame fanatl- 
cism. There was no reason to consider the 
life of the khedive, or lives of Europeans en- 
dangered. The rumor that the Indian troops 
were about to be brought to Egypt 
was without foundation. Sir Charles Dilke 
stated that there were French and English 
gunboats at either end of the Suez canal. 
The question as to the presidency of the con- 
ference was not yet decided. Turkey had 
been invited to participate. The government 
received a communication from DeFreycinet 
to-day, testifying to the complete concord of 
views between France and. Enzland, 
Mr. Gladstune said that a _ telegram 
had just been received which an- 
nounced that Arabi Pasha had completely 
thrown off the mask, and would probably act 
on the pretended deposition of Tewfik Pasha, 
and proclaim Halim Pasha khedive. Mr. 
Gladstone stated that the government consid- 
ered themselves bound to support the present 
khedive, because he had, as far as they could 
judge, behaved with perfect honor and good 
faith. M. Ashmead Bartlett asked if the de- 
cision of the conferenceto be held at Constan- 
tinople would be enforced by arms. Sir Charles 
Dilke replied that that was the very question 
on which the conferenee was called together. 
In the house of lords, the marquis of Salis- 
bury, said he had received information that 
six hundred soldiers were-employed in erect- 
ing earthworks around Alexandria, and that 
tue British goverument would not permit the 
fleet to interfere. Lord Salisbury remarked 
that if they allowed the works to be con- 
tinued, grave consequences might resuit. 
He hoped that the conference at Constantie 
nople would be ashort one. Lord Granville 
replied that the governments were fully aware 
of all the circumstances and must be left to 
judge how best to fulfil their duty. 

IN THE FRENCH CHAMBERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution, 

Paris, June 1.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties to-day M. DeFreycinet, replying to the in- 
terpellations relative to Egypt, defended the 
resort to European concert. Any other 
course, he declared must lead to adventures. 
The idea of French wilitary  in- 
tervention in Egypt had no 
place whatever in the government’s plans. 
Gambetta asked what course the government 
would take ifits proposals were disregarded 
by the conference. DeFreycinet replied that 
if anybody thought France ought to under- 
take a military expedition the chamber must 
judge between such policy and that of the 
government. Gambetta declared that he 
could not hear without a protest that France 
would never intervene. DeFreycinet explajn- 
ed that he meant that France would 
never agree to cut the Egyptian question by 
her own isolated action. In entering the 
European concert Franee had accepted the 
duties which the decisions of Europe might 
entail. Gambetti said the government, by 
such prior declaration, had revealed to Eorope 
the secret of her weakness. DeFreycinet 
made ah explanation of the objects of the 
conference similar to that made in the British 
parliament. The order of the day, pure and 
simple, was moved by Clemenceau, and was 
rejected by a vote of 323to 176. An order of 
the day expressing coufidence in the govern- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 298 to 70. 

Catro, June 1.—Tue khedive has received a 
telegram from his agent, at Constantinople, 
stating that the Uttoman commissioner will 
start for Egypt to morrow, without waiting 
fer conference. 

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Loxpox, June 1.—Mr. Farwood, late mayor 
of Liverpool, writes to the Times that his ex- 
perience during the recent Fenian activity, 
convinces him that the outrages in Ireland 
are perpetrated by the hirelings of a small 
knott of Feniansjn America. To suppress 
these he says American co-cporation 
is indispensable. This can only be secured 
by showing that the American conspirators 
are a distinct organization from the Irish 
nationalists and can be dealt with without 
interfering with the Irish vote. land has 
@ right to ask America to strangle Fenianisni 
in the place of its birth.

EATONTON ENJOYS HER ANNUAL 
DRILL.

Greonville as the Carolina Storm Center—Protracied 
Meeting in Hartwell—A Consignment of Mel- 
ons-An Aged Tooth—The Jasper insti- 
tute Exercises—Rome Affairs. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution, 
Eatonton, May 31.—On yesterday the sec- 
ond Georgia battalion had its annual drill 
here. There were present the Macon Volun- 
teers, Floyd Rifles, Baldwin Blues, a com- 
pany of cadets from the middle Georgia Agri- 
cultural coliege at Milledgeville, and — the 
Putnain Rifles. The visiting companies were 
received by an address of welcome from Lieu- 
tenent Turner, of the Putnam Rifles, which 
was responded to in a zraceful manner by W. 
H. Felton, Jr., of the Macon Volunteers. 
The battalion never ‘appeared to better ad- 


vantage than on yesterday, and under the’ 


command of Colonel Wiley, of Macon, went 


through a number of graceful evolutions, 
Adjutent-General] Baird was present and in- 
spected the several companies. 

Putnam county is on the up grade. She is 
out of debt and has a surplus of several thou- 
sand dollars in her treasury. Her crops are 
in a flourishing condition, and her flint 
yields one of the most abundant grain croy 
ever raised in middle Georgia. Mr. John t. 
Dennis has fifty five acres of oats that will 
yield over 3,000 bushels “and this is only a 
single example. There are hundreds of acres 
elsewhere in the county that will produce 
equally as much. 

Mr. Dennis is a model farmer, and it would 
pay any one to visit his farm, from any part 
of the state. Using all kinds of improved 
machinery, he farms with less effort and 
makes more money to the capital in- 
vested than any farmer in middle Georgia. 
He isa man of indomitable energy and prac- 
ticability and raises at home everything neces- 
sary to the sustenance of his farm. He is the 
father of Putnam's stock law, which is now in 
such successful operation. After the issue 
had been put toa vote in Putnam, ‘fence or 
no fence, and the fence men bad carried the 
day by a large majority, he went to work 
quietly and had a ljocal bill passed at the last 
legisiuture, requiring all owners of stock tu 
keep them upon their own premises, and to- 
day, if voted upon again, there would not be 
twelve votes cast against the law. The peo- 

le of Putnam owe him a debt of gratitude 
or his efforts in their behalf. He will in all 
probability represent wein the next Slegisla- 


ture. 

After to-day no. whisky will be _ re- 
tailedin Putnam. This came about in this 
way: Last September the commissioners of 
Gur county fixed the retail tax at $3,000. J. 
Q. Adams, of Eatonton, took out the only 
license at the price, and paid the money into 
the treasury. Several days ago he proposed 
to the commissioners to give up his license 
and stop the traffic, provided they would re- 
fund to him in proportion for his unexpired 
term. They accepted, and yesterday gave 
him acheck on the treasury tor $1,000, and 
to-day the traffic ceases. Our people congrat- 
ulate themselves upon having at ate got rid 
of this great evil, and Mr. Adams deserves a 
great deal of credit for having voluntarily 
made this sacrifice. Can any other*county in 
the state make a better showing? 


RELIGION IN HARTWELL.

HARTWELL, May 31.—A protracted meeting 
isnow going on in the Baptist church in this 
place; it is carried on by the Rev. Charles A. 
Stakely._2 young Baptist preacner, who tom- 
menced the ministry last year at Elberton, 
and this year is supplying the churches of 
Elberton and Hartwell, preaching two Sun. 
dayv’s in each place every month. This meet- 
ing is progressing with unusual zea! and fer- 
vor, and the church is crowded during each 
service, a number have joined the church. 
Mr. Stakely is one of the best preachers now 
inthe Baptist denomination, and with no dis- 
aster, in a few years, will make his mark, that 
will set him high and will rank him with the 
first preachers and ministers of our whole land. 
He was raised in or near LaGrange, Ga., and 
commenced the study and practice of law with 
Hon. Albert 8. Cox, of that place, started out 
with a brilliant career for a short while as a 
lawyer, when all at once hedetermined to de- 
vote his life to the ministry. He came to E1- 
berton last year comparatively unknown in 
this section, but has worked wonders in hi: 
churches, both in that place and in Hart- 
well. In this place there was only a band{fui 
of members when he toox«x charge, who have 
been struggling along for many years in a 
quiet sort of away. They never paid a min- 
ister more than $75 or $80 a year, but with 
the beginning of this year raised in advancea 
fund of $300 or [$350 to pay Mr. Stakely for 
this year’s services, showing thereby a won- 
derful increase. The church in Elberton 
reing a wealthier one, is paying him much 
more. He is a wonderful man for one 
so young—he being not over 25 years of age— 
and is beloved by all who know him; his ser- 
mons are of the highest order of eloquence, 
and he preaches nothing but the Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, which carries convic- 
tion speedily to every heart, and much good 
promises to result from this meeting. 

The wheat and oat crop is now being har- 
vested, and, as in almost every other section 
of the state, is very fine and promises a large 
yield. If safely gathered it will prove a 
blessing to our country and will keep the 
farmers away from the merchants until the 
cotton cropcomcsin. The last few days have 
been warm and the cotton crop 1s coming out 
and beginning to look healthy; the stand is 
comparatively good, and from all indications 
now looks Jike it will go forward ail right. 

DOTS FROM DECATUR. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Decatur, June 1.—Colonel Geo. W. Scott 
bas a patch of clover on Sycamore street in 
this place which has attracted the attention of 
nearly every one that passes that way. He 
sowed the landin clover and orchard grass 
last September, the ground first having been 
well prepared and fertilized with eight hun- 
dred pounds of Gossypium Phosphate. In 
February he topped dressed it with four hun- 
dred pounds more of Gossypium. Last week 
he cut the first crop and after curing it thor- 
oughly, weighed it in the presence of five cit- 
jzens of the town. The yield was nine thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-four pounds. 
Atiwenty-five dollars per ton it would be 
worth one hundred and twenty-two dollar 
andeighty cents, He has again topped dressed 
it with guano, and the clover is about -six 
inches high. He will harvest two more crops 
this year, making about fourteen tons of 
clover, worth at least three hundred and fifty 
dollars, on one acre of land. 

T. Terry, of your city, has pur- 
chased the cottage residence of Rev. W. D. 
Heath, on Barry street, and moved his family 
here yesterday. Tey. W D. Heath has moved 
to afarm recently purchased by him, near 
Clarkston.

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PORT OF BRUNSWICK. 


The New Vepot of the E. T., Va. and Ga. Railroad 
From the Macon Telegraph. 

During a recent trip to Brunswick one of 
our representatives visited the new depot of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, and found laborers’ busily at’ work. 
When completed Brunswick wiil hold an en- 
viable position among the important ports of 
the world, and with the new road as a vehi- 
cle for transporting the vast quantities of 
lumber, the future of Brunswick js as bright 
as that of any city in the south. 

The company are now at work on their ex- 
tension to deep water. The works are about 
two miles above the city, and when comple- 
ted will have cost at least $50,000, and will 
have a storage capacity for 20,000 tons of fer- 
tilizers and 5,000,000 feet of lumber, besides 
ample facilities for handling general mer- 
chandise. 

This new depot will be situated on Turtle 
river, a salt water armlet of the sea, about 
eight miles from the outer bar, which isa 
short one, and seventeen feet in depth at low 
tide. After crossing the outer bar vessels 
will not experience the least difficulty in 
getting to the docks of the East Ten 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad; in fact 
the channel of Turtle river is so wide that 
vesse!s can sail up without the assistance of a 
towboat, oreven the assistance of a piiot, 
provided the captain of the vessel has the 
least knowledge of the harbor. It is the de- 
sire of the management to have the docks and 
depots completed not later than August 1. 
1882. 

Itcan be truthfully said that, with these 
facilities completed, Brunswick will be one of 
the finest ports of the Atlantic coast.

OUR EARLY DUTCH.

A Holland Fortune of $33,000,000 waiting tor the 
Owaers ‘o Establfen Their Claims to Its Owner- 
ship—How I’ Was Traced and Where Dit- 
ferent Branches of th > Family Are. 


From the Springfield (llinois) Republican. 

The following special from Dallas, Texas, 
is of interest to many people in this section: 
“It is reported here that two men have just 
fallen heirs to a fortune of $33,000,000, held 
in trust for them by the German zovernment. 
One of the lucky individuals is M. Brossius, 
superintendent of Dallas car factory. The 
other is Samuel B. Edmundson, of Pennsy!- 
vania. The latter is also heir to property on 
which the navy yard in Washington is built. 
It was leased to ithe government for ninety- 
nine years by his grandfather, and the lease 
has just expired.” Quite a number of the 
legal heirs interested in the fortune above re- 


ferred to are well-known ré@sidents of this 
city and vicinity, and belong, so far as we can 
learn, to the following families: Parkers, 
Allens, Mourers and Shipleys, living here, 
and the Ensmingers, of Christian county. 
Among whom may be mentioned as those 
most familiar toour citizens: John F. Parker, 
W. G. Parker, A. E. Parker, W. I. Ailen, John 
E. Allen, G. W. Mourer, Mrs. T. E. Shutt, Mrs. 
Mourer and Mrs. Shipley. Tie other heirs, 
numbering several hundred, are living east 
and south, several branches of the family 
being iu Tennessee and Georgia. 
THE HISTORY OF THE LEGACY. 

This legacy comes from the escheatéd estate 
of one Johanna Abram Brossius, a native of 
Holland, and once a resident at Rotterdam in 
that country, who came jo America some 
time during the eighteent)™tentury, and af- 
terward returned to Holland, where he died, 
leaving a large estate. He having at the time 
no legal heirs living in that country, 
itfellinto the hands of the governnient, 
which has had the constant use of it ever 
since, until it has grown to theimmense sum 
of over $53,000,000. It was some time during 
our ‘late war’’ that it was discovered by 
Judge Brice. of New Orleans, 
who was at that time in Rotterdam 
looking after a similar estate; 
and steps were taken to ascertain the where- 
abouts of the rightful heirs—it being believed 
they were in America—but without success. 
However, another effort was made after the 
close of the war, resulting in the discovery 
that the persons above named were the blood 
descendants of J. A. Bross us, and abundance 
of proof have already been accumulated from 
anctent records in Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, where Brossius settled when he first 
came to America. 

These proofs are nowin the hands of en 
agent, Whois also an heir, and who is nuw 
in Holland with strong credentials from the 
government at Washington in support of the 
prosecution of the claim, with a bright pros- 
pect of securing this vast amount, which when 
divided will make the respective shares of 
those already mentioned but little less than 
$100,000 each.

The 
ebairs are so large that ordinary mortals have 
toclimb into them as babies have tu climb 
into their high chairs, In the sitting room the 
piano is the only piece of furniture of ordi- 
nary size, but %s mounted on blocks about 
three feet high so that the key-board is up in 
the air.

SILK WORMS AT DINNER. 


Tea Thousand Little Creatures that Came Oat Be- 
fere the Mulberry Leaves. 
From the New York Sun. 

Ten thousand club-shaped young. silk 
worms from four different corners of the 
world wagged their heads discontentedly yes- 
terday in a fourth story room in the rear tene- 
ment at No. 519 East Eleventh street overa 
meal of osage orange leaves that had come 
direct from the department of agriculture at 
Washington, but that, nevertheless, were not, 
asthe owner disconsolately said, a ‘‘square 
meal for the worms.’’ They nibbled laziiy at 
thelimp leaves, and shifted their tails un- 
easily, as if aware of the trouble 
they had caused by their untimely ap- 
pearance. The worms were hatched about 
two weeks ahead of theirtime, by accident, 
and have since kept three or four men run- 
ning about day by day looking for mulberry 
leaves, upon which they feed most readily. 
These being at this seasun very scarce, the ten- 
der sprouts of the ailantus tree and lately 
fresh shoots from the osage orange have been 
substitated, but without much success. On 
Sunday last. many hundreds of the young 
worms died for want of food. Those that 
survive are not in first-class condition, but in 
afew days food will be plenty, and they are 
then expected to grow rapidly. 

The worms were hatched by Adam Gigrich 
and his wife, who own a farm at Amitville, 
L.1. They were familiar with silk worm cul- 
turein their Alsatiun home, and have raised 
large quantities of worms on their farm for 
Several years. At the approaching exhibition 
of the silk exchange in Turn hall. which will 
be opened the second week in June, they are 
texhibitsome fifty thousand worms, in all 
stages of develo»ment, from the egg to the 
fuill-rrown butterfly emerging from thie co- 
coon. When the eggs were taken to the city 
and placed in a cellar that proved too warm, 
Some were hatched. The rest was saved for 
4 more advanced season by being 
Placed in an ice box. Of the early comers 
that pave reception to the repurter yes- 
terday, the oldest were of the Japanese va- 
nety. These were in their second week, quite 
White, and fully three-quarters of an inch 
long. American worms just hatched were 
litle over one-eighth of an inch long, and 


hearly black, save a few that bad dull-brown 


ies, and heads of dirty white. Turkish 
and French worms of tender age resembled 
them very much. Ali had thick, pear-shaped 


heads and bright, black jaws. The worms 


crawled about on sheets of paper or paste- 

oard, upon which their leaves were spread. 
A fresh meal of leaves was placed on top of 
the old, upon asheet of perforated tissue- 
Paper, through which the worms worked 
their way from below.

LABOR AND CAPITAL AT WAR. 

The iron and steel workers and the iron and 
steel manufacturers are at loggerheads. The 
Amalgamated association of workers is pittesl 
ugainst the Western [ron association compos- 
ed of manufacturers. The _ iron-worker’s 
union demands an increase of wages in all 
the departments excepting that of engineers, 
amounting to an increase in each ton of mer- 
chant iron of about $2.50. Others say that 
the scale of the union would increase the 
cost of production much more than this. Be 
this as it may the men whose skill and labor 
are illy remunerated as prices of necessaries 
are, have selected a time that is clearly inop- 
portune. The entire iron and steel trade is 
dragging. The demand is not encouraging, 
and there are no indications that the present 
range of low prices will be terminated very 
soon. Steel rails that were worth $60 a ton in 
December can be readily purchased now for 
$45, and iron rails have fallen to $42 a ton. 
All steel and iron products have experienced 
a heavy fall in price; and the manufac 

tures are therefore not very averse to a strug- 
gle with their employes. They are willing to 
close their mills, and stop production until 
better prices will afford better profits. Mill 
owners who have heretofore opposed a lock- 
out arenow “in for the war,’’ and the final 
outcome of the fight is therefore very uncer- 
tertain. The manufacturers say the strike 
will last all summer, while the workmen 
think it will be of short duration. 

The strike has its center in Pittsburg,where 
there are 31,000 workers. In the western 
towns there are 25,000 more, and in the east 
still enough more to swell the total to nearly 
100,000 men, representing nearly half a mil- 
lion people who have a hard summer before 
them, as things look at this writing. The 
workers, like the manufacturers, are well knit 
together, and they seem to be acting with 
unanimity, determigation and coolness. The 
the Pittsburg workmen 
would increase the expenses of" an 
ordinary mill employing 400 men about 
$18,000 a year, and this scale will, if main- 
tained at Pittsburg,be adopted throughout the 
west. Itis ademand for about ten percent 
more all around. The workmen say that the 
cost of living has increased more than ten per 
cent. The manufacturers say that the condi- 
tion of the market does not justify the pay- 
ment of increased wages. The two parties are 
far apart, and each is very determined. 
An adjustment is probable impossible, and a 
lockout of long duration seems inevitable. 
This will bring suffering and privation to 
many aud embarrass the trade of populous 
districts, and the only hope of a short strug 
gle seems tu depend upon arising market for 
the accumylated stock. On a rising market 
the manufacturers could notresist the temp- 
tion to start up their mills by accepting the 
terms of the workmen. _

A PLEA FOR THE COTTON PLANTERS. 

The self-imposed task of bossing the demo- 
cratic party of Georgia, big as the undertak- 
ing might seem to be, hardly affords steady 
employment to the restlessness of the Macon 
Telegraph. Not content with announcing

Observing the other day that the name of. 
Mr. Hanson,, of the Macon Telegraph, was 
mentioned in connection with a place on the 
aritf! commission, we véntured to hope that 
he would bear in mind the fact that the cot-

To make this more 
binding, our contemporary proposes to wager 
an equal amount that he will show larger 
profits at the end of the time than will be 
realized on an equal amount invested in the 
stock of the cotton factory. 

We would not seem to do injustice to the 
bucolic experience of Farmer Lamar during 
the memorable days when he raised cotton in 
Talbot county by tickling John Gorman be- 
hind the ear with a broomstraw, wherefore we 
shall not treat his proposition with the tight 
indifference of a scoffer. The recorded state- 
ment of Gorman to the effect that Farmer 
Lamar’s profits as a cotton-planter were ab- 
sorbed by a possum supper given at the end 
of the season cannot fairly be quoted asan 
argument in our favor; for a ‘possum supper, 
given atthe end of the season, cannot fairly 
be quoted as an argument in our favor; for a 
‘possum supper, squarely conducted and prop- 
erly seasoned, is no cheap affair. We will 
make this admission, if we are floored for it, 
inasmuch asthe very memory of such sav- 
ory—({would to heaven the word were spelled 
with a “‘u’’ to add unction thereto)—the very 
memory of such savory sops is calculated to 
soften and subdue the esperities of discussion. 
At the same time, Farmer Lamar’s. bucolic 
experience will not prevent him from perceiv- 
ing that bis wager, no matter what the result, 
would prove nothing. Without pausing to 
discuss the statement that the farmers of 
Georgia are wasting their time, or that their 
business is running to waste through idleness, 
it is sufficient to say that they have nota cash 
capital of fiom five to ten thousand dollars 
upon which to base their operations. 

Here is where the proposition of the Tele- 
graph is illusive. Give each cotton planterin 
the state a cash capital such as Farmer Lamar 
desires to employ—give each the benefit of 
labor as thoroughly disciplined as that which 
gathers ih a cotton factory—give his business 
the benefit of legislation similar in its results 
to that which benefits the cotton manufac- 
turer, and the rice planter, and the sugar 
planter, and we have no doubt his profits 
would be in proportion to the alvantages 
enjoyed. But the great majority of farmers 
in Georgia are small farmers, They. begun 
operations in the midst of the direst’ poverty, 
and circumstances over which they have had 
no control have conspired to keep them poor, 
Not one in ten thousand had a cash capital of 
five thousand dollars. In addition te all their 
other burdens, they have been compelled 
by the terms of a tariff invented 
and imposed for the purpose of destroying 
their property, to pay tribute to an iron mon- 
ger here, a wool manufacturer there, and a 
cotton tie manufacturer yonder; and all this 
time the labor which is their sole dependence 
has not only been undisciplined but unrelia- 
ble. But thisis notall. They pay the tolls 
exacted from them by war legislation, while 
the price they receive for their product is 
fixed in a foreign market: where it comes in 
competition with the cottons: of India and 
Egypt produced by coolie labor. 

In the face of all of this, when the Tele- 
graph is told that the situation of the farmers 
might be greatly mitigated by a reasonable 
readjustment of the tariff, the editor coolly 
proposes to bet five or ten thousand dollars 
(as the case may be) that the cotton planters 
could make as much money as the ¢otton f[ac- 
tories if they would only attend to their 
business; and the test is to be the result of 
operations based on a cash capital of five or 
ten thousand dollars.

LABOR AND LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY. 

More reapers have been purchased in Geor- 
gia this year than the entire cotton belt pos- 
sessed one yealdago. For example, in Madi- 


‘son one dealer has sold this year seventy 


reapers, and could have sold thirty more if he 
could haye obtained them in time for this 
year’s crop of oats and wheat. The latest and 
best devices for doing farm work are no longer 
rarities in Georgiagand there are those who 
think the state wi be fully supplied with all 
needed and approved labor-saving machinery 
in the course of the next five years. 

This of itself is arevolution, for labor-sav- 
ing machinery means an abandonment of the 
all-cotton plan, and the permanent adoption 
of the system of varied agriculture. The use 
of such machines also means better farming. 
Men cannot afford todo poor farming when 
-théy own a costly outfit of farm machinery, 
and the convenience and utility of the im 
will naturally lead 

intensive farming. 
The labor problem will no _ longer 
be a bugbear, and the haste 
to get a crop in the ground and off the ground, 
will disappear. The new machines will in 
fact make the capable farmer again master to

We should make silk, 
cultivate in portions of the state tobacco, but 
above all and first of all, we should increase 
the production of breadstutfs and animal 
food until the state’s supply equals the 
state's demand. This condition of real pros- 
perity has not been reached; but we have faith 
it willgbe if thefsale of labor-saving machin- 
ery is maintained; and if it is thé¢re will 
be employment for every laborer in the state. 
But if we use labor-saving machinery without 
increasing the state’s products, the surplus 
labor will either have to go to the cotton dis 
tricts in other states or to the manufacturing 
centers. There is room in the state, however, 
tor all the labor we ha®® and forall the im- 
proved machinery that we can get, and the 
intelligence and enterprise of our people wil!

AN INTERESTING DISSERTATION 
ON INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


Should the Hand as Well as the Brain Be Educated? 
Mr.George L. Chaney Gives His Bxperience 
and Observation on the Subject—In- 
dustrial Schools in Boston.

Perhaps no ntan, of all the useful men that were 
drawn south by the cotton exposition and the late 
doom in southern affairs, has come south upon a 
mission that promises more for the south or more 
fully equipped for the carrying out of his purpose. 
This is Mr. George Leonard Chaney, a Unitarian 
minister, of Boston, the president of the Industrial 
Education league, and a representative of the best 
sentimentand cultureof Boston. Mr. Chaney is in- 
terested in investigating the problem of education in 
the south and in impressing our educators with the 
fact that to effect the best results they must com- 
bine the practical with the theoretic, the useful 
with the classical, and the industrial with the or- 
namental. He has worked in a quiet way and has 


“not sought public attention but he has sowed good 


seed, and, attracted by the editorials in THE ConstI- 
TUTION on the subject of practical education, was 
induced to give toa representative of this paper a 
short history of practical education in Boston,which 
we print in substance below. Said Mr. Chaney: 

“Some years ago a number of gentlemen 
in Boston who were interested in the 
training of the boys of Boston came 
to the conclusion that the reason that 
there were so many vagrants and criminals was be- 
cause boys were educated without having a knowl- 
edge of any trade by which they could make a liv- 
ing. We saw that the professions were being over- 
crowded and that they offered little inducement, 
that there were more clerks than were needed, and 
that girls were being called in rapidly to take the 
places of even those men who had places as clerks. 
At the same time we knew that there was an active 
and growing demand for practical workmen, and 
that a man who was educated as acarpenter, an 
éngineer, & machinist or a plumber could always 
command high wages and plenty of work. We 
therefore set about organizing a movement in favor 
of hand education. We wanted to engraft on our 
schools a department for educating a boy’s hand 
justas they were educating his brain, and we de- 
termined to do it.”’ 

“How did you goatit?”’ 

“It was very hard to do. We went before the 
school board and urged them to add to the public 
schools two indusirial schools. That was 
our firststep. They declined to doit. Listening to 
the arguments that I made and acknowledging that 
they were sound, they held, however, that the ap- 
propriation for schools was already exhausted and 
that they could do no more. They told us private- 
ly, however,that if we woul organize an industrial 
school and demonstrate its efficiency, that they 
might then give ita trial. Sewing was already 
taughtjn an indifferent way in the girls’ schools. 
We began by securing scientific instruction in these 
schools, in cutting, mending and sewing. 

The Winthrep school with over 1,100 girls 
added a departmen’ of sewing, cutting and 
fitting, and now every girl who graduates from 
that school is capable of making with her own 
hands in the best style and without assistance every 
garment that will be needed iu her family when 
she shall have married. It was discovered to our 
surprise aud gratification that the girls who took 
the sewing, cutting and fitting course had just as 
high marks in fhe other departments as 
the girls who did not takeit, thus showing that 
we had educated their hands withovt any sacrifice 
of their mental education. The experiment com- 
mended itself so thoroughly that we considered 
that settled. We then turned our attention to boys.’”’ 

‘‘Flow did you proceed with them ?’’ 

“Our first question was to get some tool orin- 
strument that would be of as general use to boys as 
the needle is to girls. After much investiga:ion we 
decided that it was important for all boys to be 
taught the rudiments at least of carpentering. We 
felt that this would give sieadiness to the hands, 
accuracy and discipline and would send him from 
school with the basis at least of a useful trade in 
which he could always get employment. The 
school board, however, declined to listen 
to us for want of funds, and we 
felt that we must first make the experiment our- 
selves. We therefore secured a house and picked 
up about thirty little street Arabs—boys that we 
selected at randont out of the gutter. We pro- 
vided each one with knives and tools and secured 
a competent teacher. Considerable fun was made 
of the experiment, and it was called the whittling 
school. That was precisely what it was, and we 
accepted the term, saying that it was something at 
least to teach boys how to whittle properly. To the 
plane, auger, adz and saw we added the gig saw for 
making seroll work and ornaments. We taught the 
boys to do joining work as neatly as a cabinet 
maker, and everything that would be needed in 
framing and building a house. They were de- 
lighted with their work and went into it with en- 
thusiasm. We soon gave an exhibition to show 
their proficieucy, and everybody was pleased. ‘The 
boys said they had done six times as much at home, 
A department of this sort was added to the Dwight 
school this last winter, which has 1,100 boys, 
and is one of the most popularand successfui de- 
partments in the Boston educational system. It 
will be found here that the boys who educate their 
hands stand just as high in their classes as those 
who do not, so that 1t is a clear gain.’’ 

‘‘Has practical education spread in Boston 

“Itis spreading everywhere. Besides these de- 
partments thati have given you, the subject of 
practical education has been so much discussed that 
special schools are being established for educating 
boys. For instance,in New York they have a school 
for plumbers Now,whatcan be more important than 
that. A plumber has more todo, perhaps, with the 
health of the people in a city than-almostany other 
man, If the traps, sewer pipes and closets of a 
house are arranged on scientific principles. by an 
intelligent and educated expert there is little dan- 
ger of malaria, but if the house is fitted up by an 
uneducated plumber, even though he may under- 
stand the technique of his work the greatest damage 
may result. I have ro doubt that every 
graduate of the school of plumbers can 
secure instant and permanent work at much 
better wages than a clerk will get or than most 
young men earn in the professions. If he is fairly 
educated a plumber will soon find it easy to build 
up a business of his own that will make him inde- 
pendent. We have, besides such hand training as 
we have been describing the institute of tech- 
nology and other practical schools. Boston is on 
the right line.”’ 

“It is just what we need at the south.’’ 

‘Yes sir, itis needed very much atthe south. 
In dealing with the colored race it is most impor- 
tant that they should be taught useful trades. The 
professions sre not as generally open 
tol)6C€U «them as they are to the whites. 
There is less demand for colored § law- 
yers, colored teachers, colored salesmen,and colored 
physicians, than for whites. It is therefore very 
important that when they graduate they should 
have a trade that would render them independent 
of the professions. I have had frequent consul ta- 
tions with the gentlemen in charge of the colored 
colleges here and find them enthusiastic on the 
subject. They believe that it is their duty to main- 
tain the system of general education to which they 
are already committed, but they desire to add to it 
the teaching of a special trade. Professor Ware, of 
the Atlanta university, is determined to raise 
the money this summer and add a 
department of practical education for 


both seXes in his university next 
session. lam Satisfied that I can raise the money 


for this purpose in Boston, certainly enough to 
equip the university with toolsand the outfit neces- 


or? 
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| sary. At the Clarke university I find that they 


have our book, which we prepared as a text-book 
for hand training, illustrated with diagrams, and 
that they use it asa text-book there. The students 
of that college have already buiit one house them- 
selves, and are now at work on another. They will 
graduate expert carpenters. I understand also that 
the girls are taught to cook and sew.”’ 

‘What about the white schocls?’’ 

“{ don’t know so much about them, but they 
must yield to the new system inevitably. There is 
too much need of educated, practical workers in 
the south to leave parents satisfied to have their 
sons and daughters trained as mere scholars any 
longer. If any teacher were to start a department 
of sewing, cooking and housekeeping for girls in 
addition to general education, | apprehend thatshe 
would be overwhelmed with applications from pa- 
rents. I believe there are hundreds of men 
who would preferto send their sons to a school 
where they would be taught the rudiments 
of a trade. We had difficulty at first in 
Boston. Every man seemed to want his son edu 
cated to a profession, Even mechanics themselves 
looked to some apparently higher pursuit for their 
sons. Butnow the feeling has changed and our 
very richest men are the most ardent patrons of 
hand education. We have rich people who take 
theirsons to the seaside for the summer and buy 
complete carpenter's outfits out of their private 
purses sq, that their sons will not lose a single 
month in what they consider the most important 
part of their education. It will come of itself after 
a while. Iam only anxious to see it come at once, 
the sooner the better.’’ : 

“What is the effect of this practical education on 
yeung men and women?’ 

“We have hardly tried it long enough to say. 
But you can understand that it must make them 
much more self-reliant, independent and _ self-re- 
specting to know thatthey can with their own 
hands work outa living for themselves and those 
dependenton them. There was a very striking 
thing that seems to illustrate the whole philosophy 
of this question of practical education that I will 
repeat. A party of us were walking hronugh a 
prison in which the convicts were taught the useful 
trades. We passed one fellow who was very expert 
athis bench. Weasked him, ‘Were you as good a 
workman before you came to prison?’ ‘No, sir,’ he 
replied, ‘ifI had been I would have never been 
here.’ It seems to me that the advocates of hand 
education might very well rest their case on the 
result of this little incident.”’ 
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THE PEACH MOVEMENT. 


One Thousand Crates by Express---A Car Load Sent 
Ferward by Freight---the Price Still Mal:.tained. 


On yesterday about 1,000 crates of peaches were 
sent forward by express, and the demand is still 
un-atisfied. The Auanta market shows lower 
prices for peaches in thiscity. Thecountry wagons: 
are begiuning to bring them in in small quantities, 
and while the prices are gill high in retail, the 
commission merchants complain that they have 
more than they can handle at high prices. In the 
north and west the prices are pretty wel! sustained. 

A CAR LOAD BY FREIGHT. 

The mostimportant shipment of the season was 
made on Wednesday evening. Mr. Cunningham 
sent forward a car load of fruit by a regular stock 
car on the Western and Atlantic railroad on regular 
freight schedule. The crates were packed in rows, 
and amounted to about 900 crates, or 175 bushels, 
The cost of the car to Cincinnati was forty dollars, 
or less than 25 cents a bushel. They will reach 
Cincinnati to-day. If they are in good order, as 
we presume they will be, fast freights will be put 
on, and the cost of shipping very much reduced.

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WHISK YIN BOND. 
The Evidence Before the lavestigating Senatorial 
Committee. 


Wasnineton, June 1.—The special commit- 
tee of the senate to investigate the allegations 
that money bas been raised or expended by 
parties in interest toinfluence legislation af- 
fecting the bonded spirits bill. met this 
morning. The first witness was H. B. Miller, 
president of the Western export association, 
who explained the purpose of that organiza- 
tion to be simply to protect the western distil- 
lers from the disastrous consequences of over 
production, in connection with the falling 
off in the export trade of some 16,000,000 gal- 
lons during the past year; that, they had 
formed a pool and had raised by assessment 
$721,000, which was again distributed among 
those in business, who made the losses; that 
every dollar was raised from the distillers, 
and was distributed among them; that 1t was 
purely a business arrangement to sustain 
prices in the home market, and protect the 
entire association from ruinous losses by ad- 
justing the losses of the few. He produced 
the figures Mowing the amount of each 
assessment; ve amount each firm had 
paid, and the amount each firm received. Mr. 
Miller stated that there was no business in the 
world in which a pool could be made so read- 
ily as in the distillery business: shat the per- 
fect system of the internal revenue depart- 
ment served as acheck so that it could be 
known toa fraction just how many gallons 
each distiller made and what he did with it. 
He thought the presént trouble came from 
over-production. When the bonded period 
was extended under the Carlisle bill distillers 
sent agents all through the country, who 
sold) whisky in bond with the 
specious argument to the dealers: 

“If you buy wiisky in bond now, you 
will not have to pay tax for three years. You 
can buy it how fortwo dollars a gallon. Let 
it lie in bond, and in three years it will be 
worth six, eight or ten dollars.’’ and the re- 
sulc was that men that had before never 
bought more than afew gallons had now all the 
way from five barrels upward lyirg in bond; 
that everybody in Kentucky went to making 
whisky, and continued to make it so long as 
they could sell ¥ in bond. He believed that 
more than three-fourths. of the whisky now 
in bond is owned by outside parties other than 
the distillers, and that if congress should com- 
pel the payment of this tax without extend- 
ing the period 50,000,000 gallons would be 
thrown on the market and sold for the pay- 
ment of the tax; that this would compel the 
makers of high wines all over the country to 
close their dstilleries. The effect of this he 
believed would be disastrous in many 
ways. It would at once destroy a market for 
1,000,000 bushels of grain per month used by 
the Illinois distilleries. The present over 
production of Kentucky whisky, he thought, 
would amount to 50,000,000 gallons. He 
thought corgress would make a great mistake 
if it should now refuse to extend the bonded 
period, and he did not believe that the same 
trouble would arise agajn, because the people 
would not again be fooled into buying whisky 
in bond in legitimate 


excess of the 
demands for consumption. 
WHAT ATHERTON KNOWS, 

J. M. Atherton, of Louisville, Ky., whose 
utterances to a Louisville Commercial re- 
porter called this committee into existence, is 
a member of the executive committee of the 
Kentucky distillers’ association, and in his 
evidence gave the committee a_ history of the 
formation and purposes of that association. 
Their income was derived from the member- 
ship dues, which are $25 per annum for each 
member. ‘Lhe association employed Colonel 
Wharton for one year from January, 1882, at 
a salary of $5,000, to look after their interests 
and represent them before congress. The as 
sociation had never employed any one 
else, or paid any money to se- 
cure any influence in congress 
or elsewhere. When the witness was in 
Washington, in January last, offers of assist- 
ance were made by certain gentlemen in pre- 
paring a bill to be presented to congress, but 
the offers were declined. The witness was 
asked who these parties were, and positively 
declined to give their names. Mr, Hawley 
said it had been reported that applications 
were made tothe distillers for employment 
in pressing these matters to  con- 
gress, and by newspaper men 
among others. It was intimated 
that the distillers were told that if they did 
not make disbursements in some form to the 
press correspondents among others, the meas- 
ure sought would be defeated. Now some of 
the gentlemen of. the press—and they are as a 
body as honorable as the people of any other 
profession—said that if an investigation 
should be made they hoped that any such 
conduct, if such there was, would be fully 
exposed. This they desired for the honor 
of their calling, and Mr. Atherton will 
oblige them by expusing any attempts 
or suggestions of the kind. Mr. Atherton 
explained that he had never been approached 
by a newspaper correspondent on the subject, 
nor had he ever received from any newspaper 
man an intimation that if certain correspond- 
ents were not fed they would kill the bill. 
Any such assertion was utterly false. The gen- 
tlemen who had made the offers of assistance 
had done so in good faith. He presumed, of 
course, that they expected if retained to be 
paid for their services, but they had not men- 
ioned the name of a sinzlesenatoror member 
or goveinment Official, or intimated that they 
might improperly control any influence in 
congress. If such nad. been the case he 
would not hesitate to expose them, but he 
did not feel justified in dragging in the names 
of honorable gentlemen and exposing them 
to unjust censure. Argumentand persuasion 
failed to move the witness from this position, 
and when the committee adjourned it bad 
gained no further information. The com- 
mittee is now considering the advisability of 
adop'ing compulsory methods of extracting 
information. 3

A JUDGE ON TRIAL. 


The Report of the New York Legislative Committee 

on the Official Record of Judge Weatbrook. 
. AvpBany, June 1.—The legislative committee 
investigating the acts of Judge Westbrook re- 
ported to the assembly yesterday. Thereport 
first takes up the Manhattan elevated railway 
matter, and after reciting the legal steps in 
the case concludes that the action of Judge 
Westbrvuok in holding court in the directors’ 
room of the Western Union building, New 
York, and in the Delavan house, Albany, was 
perfectly proper under the circumstance. As 
to ex-Attorney-General Ward, the committee 
find that he was actuated by the purest mo- 
tives, and that his conduct throughout was 
that of a faithful, high-minded — offi- 
cer. Relative to the charge of 
conspiracy between Judge Westbrook 
and Jay Gould, the majority find that there 
is no evidence in the case showing any con- 
nection between the action of Judge West- 
broek and the operations of Gould. In re- 
viewing the action of the judge in relation 
to the Manhattan litigation, although the 
majority can point out violations of good 
taste and acts of indiscretion, they are of the 
opinion that upon his oy there was no in- 
tentional violation of his duty as a judge, 
and no actor action which furnishes good 
ground for impeachment. The minority 
reports of the committee, signed by twa 
members, were also presented, which de- 
clare that while dissenting from 
many of the conclusions of the majority they 
concur in the opinion that the impeachment 
of Judge Westbrook should not be recom- 
mended. A second minority report, signed 
by A. Chapin and J. E. Morrison concludes. 
a review of evidence as follows: ‘‘Resolved 
that Honorable Theodoric R. Westbrook, jus- 
tice of the supreme court of this state be and 
hereby is impeached for mal and corrupt con- 
duct in office.”’ Livingston concurs in 
above, but recommends Judge Westbrook be 
impeached for mal conduct in office, the testi- 
mony in his opinion not showing any corrupt 
motives.

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IN HIS LAIR: 


A CENSTITUTION REPORTERIATER’ 
VIEWS COL. J. E. BRYANT. 


What He Says of ‘the Southern Advance Association— 
The Philanthropists Who Take the Colored 
Man acd National Politics Under Their 
ProtectingSW ings—Georgia Politics. 


Yesterday afternoon about five o'clock a 


CONSTITUTION reporter with a hop, step aud a 
jump ascended a flight of stairs leading 
to the second floor of the building 
at the southwest corner of Hunter and 
Pryor streets. When 'the newsmonger 
reacbed the landing he unceremoniously en- 
tered one of the front rooms and inquired cf 
an elderly gentleman, who was leisurely read- 
ing 4 newspaper, if Colonel J. E. Bryant was 
accessible to a CoNsTITUTION reporter. The 


gentleman replied that he would investigate 


and see. With great deliberation he opened 
the door of a small room, peered in, spoke to 
some one, and then again closing the door 
after him came back to the reporter and said: 

**He’s coming.”’ 

After a little delay the tall form of Colonel 
Bryant appeared in the doorway with a what- 
did-you-wake me-up-for sort of a look in his 
eyes, and a long arm was extended and Colo- 
nel Bryant's hand closed around the tender 
palm of Tur Constitution, 

“Colonel,”’ said the reporter, “Tur Constt- 
TUTION Wants a talk with you on the political 
situation in Georgia and on the Southern Ad 
vance association.” 

“IT have been away from Georgia for two 
or three months and I know very little of the 
political situation here; an opinion from me 
would, therefore, be of no Special value.” 

_“Whatabout the Southean Advance associa- 
tion? 

“That isthe name of a society that has 
been organized in Atlanta as a political and 
educational association, to advocate national 
ideas, free schools for ail, equal advantages 
before the law, the right management of pub- 
lic affairs and honesty at the ballot box. Its 
affairs are managed by a board of direc- 
tors composed of well known gentlemen. 
These gentlemen believe that the welfare of 
the south demands thatits people shall be 
brought into harmony with those of the 
north. That this question is.of more impor- 
tance than anything else at this time. That 
it means the growth, the welfare and the up- 
building of the south. They believe that the 
national or republican party should be 
built up in each = southern — state and 
that such a thing’ will — strengthen 
the national feeling and love of the union in 
this section. They will favor the establish- 


ment and proper maintainance of a system of 
public schoois for the free education of ai) | 


children and will labor for the protection oi 
the lives and rights of all citizens including 
the right to vote and the securing of an honest 
count of the ballots.”’ 

Colonel Bryant paused, and the steno- 
graphic pencil rested on its Oars, 

‘“Tlow do you propose to do all this?” 

“Shey are assisting to build up such a party 
in the state of Georgia by the publication 
and circulation of printed matter, including 
a newspaper called the Southern Aavance, by 
public addresses and the organization of clubs 
to circulate speeches, newspapers and other 
printed matter. At present the paper is is- 
sued monthly, but it will be issued as a week- 
ly soon.” 

‘*How is the paper sup ported ?”’ 

‘The pape is supported partly by subscrip- 
tions and advertisements, and partly by 
money that is given vy the fiiends of the as- 
sociation for the free distribution of the 
paper. I nave dune some canvassing for the 
association since i have been away trom the 
city. lam the corresponding secretary of 
the association and manager of the paper.”’ 

“When was the association organizea?”’ 

“On the 22d of Sepiember, 1878. The paper 
was originally known as the Georgia Republi- 
ean.” 

‘Tell me something more of the doctrine— 
the articles of taitti—of the association ?”’ 

“We believe that the colored question has 
been settled by securing to the cvlored man, 
dirst. his independence—his freedom—and, 
second, his citizenship; that now the colored 
man is under the law and the constitution en- 
titled to the same rights, in every respect, as 
the white man is entitled. That question 
having been settied, the colored man becomes 
now the 
people will divide, and should divide, upon 
other questions than the negro question.” 

“Wiil the paper support Mr. Stephens for 
governor ?”’ 

‘No, the paper will oppose Mr. Stephens, 
no matter whether he 1s the reguiar nominee 
or an independent, because we believe that 
the American republic is a nation and not a 
confederation of petty nationalities. Mr. 
Stephens believes that it is simply leagued 
states. Mr. Stephens, we regard as a bourbon 
of the bourbons, while we take the anti- 
bourbon side.” 

“What do you call a bourbon?” 

‘‘4 bourbon is a man who clings to the old 
ideas. In fact, who learns nothing and for- 
gets nothing—who clings to the old ante-bel- 
lum ideas.°’ £ - 

‘But do you not remember that Mr. Ste- 
phens opposed secession ?”’ 

‘Y don t understand that Mr. Stephens op- 
posed secession, enly that he was opposed to 
the south seceding at the time. He proposed, 
as I understand, that the south should wait 
until the republican party should pass a law 
keeping slavery from the territories, abolish- 
ing slayery in the District of Columbia or in 
southern territory owned by the government 
such as forts, arsenals, etc. In other words, 
he proposed to wait until the republican 
party had committed .an overt act, - lieving 
that policy to be necessary to unite the south 
in favor of secession. In other words, he 
fully believed in the right to secede, but did 
not believe it policy to secede just at 
the time it was attempted. In _ 1806 
Mr. Stephens made a speech before the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, in which he said: 
‘‘Whatever differences existed amongst us 
arose from differences as to the best and strest 
means of securing the great end which was 
the object of all.’ It was with this purpose 
secession was tried. Mr. Stephens also said: 
‘Our only alternative now is either to give up 
al' hope of constitutional liberty (by which 1 
understand he meant the principles for which 
the south contended) or retrace our steps and 
to look for its vindication and maintenance 
in the forums of reason and justice instead of 
on the arena of arms, in the courts and halls 
of legislation instead of on the field of battle. 
In other words, Mr. Stephens: propesed that 
the south should fight for the principles for 
which they contended in war through polit- 
ical action. He also said, ‘to the maintenance 
of these principles my whele soul was ever 
enlisted and to this end my whole life has here- 
tofore been devoted and will continne to be the 
rest of my days, God willing.’ Since that time 
Mr. Stephens has done more work and exer- 
ted greater influence in arousing the people of 
the south to contend for these principles 
than anygther man inthe south.” 

“What do you really think of him?” | 

“T regard bim as the ablest political thinker 
in the south since Calhoun, in fact I believe 
the mantle of Calhoun has fallen upon his 
shoulders, and I admire him. He is a 
man of pure life and an honest, consistent, 
straight-forward advocate of the princi- 
ples he believes to be right. That is 
whatI meant by saying that I regard Mr. 
Stephens asa bourbon of the bourbons, and 
of course believing as I do, exactly opposite, 
I could not support him even if he were to 
run as a republican.” ; 

“Will therepublicans make a nomination 
for governor?” 

“T suppose not. They will.probably sup- 
port an independent bourbon democratic 
candidate for governor.” 

“General Gartrell?”’ 

On that point Colonel Bryant was silent, 
and THE ConsTITUTION after several ineffectual 
efforts to draw him out, withdrew.
